FOREIGN BORN CITIZENS MUST BE LOYAL, SA YS PRESIDENT 


Washington, July 
13.— 


President Wilson told a citi- 
zenship convention here today 
that the American govern- 
ment must insist that foreign- 
ers becoming citizens remain 
loyal even if they are not 


pleased with the way af- 
fairs are conducted- Loyalty 
means nothing, he declares, 
unless it is coupled with self 
sacrifices. 
He added that 


Americans cannot teach loy- 
alty unless they practice it. 


The president discussed at 


length the problem of Amer- 
icanizing foreign born citi- 
zens. His words were enthu- 
siastically applauded by a 
large gathering of men and 
women educators interested in 


the instruction of new citi- 
zens, meeting here under the 
auspices of the naturalization 
bureau of the labor depart- 
ment. 


"My interest in this move- 


ment," he said, "is as much 


an interest in ourselves as in 
the people whom we wish to 
Americanize. Unless we are 
true Americans we cannot in- 
fect with the spirit of Amer- 
icanism. Unless we ourselves 
illustrate the ideas of justice 


and freedom we can teach 
nothing to those who come to 
us. 


"We have been disturbed 


recently by symptoms in the 
body politic," he 
added, 


"which are not healthy. Cer- 


tain men, not many in num- 
ber, have thought more of the 
lands of their birth than of 
America. 
They have even 


gone so far as to draw apart 
in spirit and organization to 
seek some special object of 


their own. 
Such a thing at 


this is absolutely incompati- 
able with the idea of loyalty." 
Foreign travel was suggested 
as the best cure for those in- 
clined to boast too much of 
the superiority of America.

last night;on the. Verdun front or over the portion of the- Somme 
front held by the French, today's official report says. Intermit- 
tent artillery engagements occurred in the Somme sector. In the 
vicinity of Souville, Chenois and La Lauree before Verdun, a heavy 
bombardment was maintained by the Germans.

sons -were killed, one is missing, 
and at least thirty others were in-

when an ammonia tank in a 
Brooklyn butcher shop exploded, 
completely wrecking a four-story 
brick building.

inlet and dragged Fisher out. 
K"o traca of young Stillwell was 
found, and it is believed he was 
devoured by the shark. 


The Dunn boy,'' according to

is strictly a merchant vessel, the advice of the neutrality board will probably be sought before a final is made. 


Acting Secretary Polk indicated today that the ruling would not be delayed long, and it may be announced tomorrow. It is 


understood he considers that there is nothing lacking to establish the Deiitschland's status as a peaceful merchantman and desires 
to consult the neutrality board only in order to give added weight to the department's formal decision. 


Diplomats of the Allied countries received information during the day indicating that the Deutschland was convoyed from 


Bremen almost to the Chesapeake capes by a neutral merchantman, presumably Norwegian, Swedish or Dutch, which aided in shield- 
ing her from detection by enemy warships and also acted as a tender. 


Allied warships are said now to be searching for the convoy ship. 
Various rumors indicating that the submarine might have had a convoy have reached the State Department but none of 


them ever was given credence.
